Repeated alarms soon aroused 
almost the entire population of the two 
cities, and it is estimated that not le :s 
than from 75,000 to 100,000 people x 
nessed the conflagration. The reficc- 
tion of the flames illuminated tie 
country for miles around, makiug 
possible the reading of the ‘finest 
newspaper print. The original report 
of the estimated loss sent this morn- 
ing, was exaggerated. It will probably 
reach $1,000,000. Secretary Patterson 
places the value of the buildings de- 
stroyed at $150,000; insurance, $40,000 
The exhibitors will, sustain a loss of 
about $800,009; probably the ‘heaviest 
loss was occasioned by the destruction 
of the relie department; the cash value 
of the articles contained there will not 
exceed $10,000, but many cannot be 
replaced. 

The Arabian,“ the first locomotive 
evér run in the United States, was also 
destroyed.

giant. But, strange to say, the 
women in most cases are as comely 
and fair as the men are repulsive 
and ugiy. But their size is ridica- 
lous. . Of about the same stature as 
the Ghoorkas, they on an average 
probably weigu no more than half 
the sturdy hill man. The men and 
women, when the men are dr 

at all, are dressed alike. A eolore® 
bandkerchief is e tied 
around the back of the h and 
the other garments are a long, loose 
blonse with wide pantaloons, It is 
difficult. for the new-comer at first 
to distinguish the sexes. What is 
most wonderful, however, of the 
costumes now in fashion is the 
head dress which the better off 
Tonquinese ladies wear. A ‘‘mush- 
room-shaped basket“ might, per- 
haps, describe it, but then the 
mushroom must be of the size of a 
drawing-room table. Add two 
enormous tassels, pendant on either 
side, and place uuderneath a Mala 

featured, sallow-complexioned doll 
of 50 ponnds weight, and some idea 
may be formed of a Haiphong belle. 
Men an women, as in China, all 
carry fans. Indeed, I have seen 
coolies whose walking costume wa: 
limited to a fan and the woven sub 
stitute for a ig leaf, which so often 
suffices for clothing in the East. 
In new English settlements, after 
the public house, which has at- 
tracted attention to the place, the 
first buildings erected are generally 
a church and a prison. Frenchmen 
always begin with a restaurant, and 
so Haiphong already boasts of its 
establishment of that description. 
It is, of course, the central buliding 
and most marked feature of the 
place.
